With the Havanas and gold-tip-

Dkar Sir :— In comoliance with your 
request we hand you herewith drawing <A 
the Gallaudet Monument on which w« 
have indicated the part to Ije rebuilt. The 
new part to l>e made of granite like that in 
the two lower stones which are already in 
the monument. The construction would 
be such as to admit of the four j»nels be- 
ing placed which are already in the present 
monument, and would be such as to make 
It lasting and the material more durable 
than that in the present monument whl<^ 
is disintegrated to such an ezent that this 
ought to be (lone right away. The upper 
part of the monument is in pretty Uit 
shape ard could be retained and would 
probably last for fifty years. This work 
we would do in our htnX. manner for |i,oas. 

This includes taking down the old 
monument and carting awaf the disinte- 
grated part, which is unfit for further uae, 
and resetting the monument complete, 
placing the panels and with a glass front 
over the sculpture*! panel, and the work 
done in our best and most thorough manner. 
Would waut about four months to complete 
the work. Should we receive the order by 
July 1st we could hsve the work completed 
the early part of November. 

Should you desire it, we could fumtsb 
a whole new monument with the exception 
of the four present panels which you wish 
to reUin and the two lower stones under 
present monument which are of best 
Quincy granite. The work could be done 
for *«.52S OO- This would include one 
panel covered with glass and the whole 
work set in a thorough and permanent 
manner, in such a way that you would 
never have any future bother with it and 
it would last undoubtedly for seyeral hun* 
dred years as the granite would not deteri- 
orate, and the construction be such that 
it would never give you any further bother.

Sundaj morning, stating that the 
v*«nerable deaf clergyman bad drop- 
ped dead in the UdIod Railroad 
Station at^Coinmbns, O., on Satur- 
day, January 21st. 

We were both anrprined and griev- 
ed at the passing away of this good 
man, whose long and ardaons ca- 
reer has been of snch great nsefnl- 
ries*, not only to the deaf them- 
i^flves, but to the several commu- 
niiics iii which they' reside, and 
which are benefitted by their intel 
iigent and well-ordered lives. 

Rev. Mr. Mann ha/i reached tiie 
allotted threescore and ten. He 
was born oo the 19tb of December, 
1841, at Pendelton, Ind. He was 
of Revolutionary stock, and traced 
bis paternal and maternal ancestors 
to Virginia and Pennsylvania, 
respectively, away back over two 
hundred years. As he told it biro- 
•elf, be " spent his boyhood amid the 
virgin forest of the Hoosier State, 
and followwl his father barefooted 
in the farrow of the pioneer plow. " 
He became deaf from scarlet 
fever at five and a half year*, and 
what speech he bad learned he 
retained to the day of his death, 
lie attended the Indiana Insti- 
tution at Indianapolia, beginning his 
course in 1850, when nine years 
of age, graduating in 1858. From 
1867 to 1875 he was a teacher in the 
Michigan Tnstitntion, which position 
b(* quitted to become a lay-raiseion- 
ary to the Deaf, under the direction 
of the late Rev. Dr. Thomas Gallan- 
det, on the first day of July 1875. 
On January 'JMJth, 1877, Mr. 
Mann was admitted to the diacon- 
ate, at Grace Church, ^Cleveland, 
O., by Bishop Bedell, and six years 
later, at the Church of the Coven- 
ant, Philadelphia, he wasAflvanced 
priest hoo<J. 
K«v. A. W. Mann organized the 
Mid-Western Deaf-Mute Mission, 
and was devoted io his work heart 
and soul. He had a most extensive

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worker for his fellowmen, but he 
was also a mau of great intellec- 
tuality. He was always a student, 
and accumulated a vant fund of 
knowledge of the most useful kind. 
He was scholarly in his knowledge 
and interpretation of the Holy 
Scriptures and was quite an 
authority on hymnology, though he 
bad little occasion to demonstrate 
tlie latter accomplishment among 
the deaf. The siege of sickness 
that caused his deafness also made 
him lame for life, and it is said that 
he never had an hour entirely free 
from pain. A dislocation of the 
hip made walking a toitare, but he 
pursued his avocation through the 
extensive territory wh>cii his mission 
covered without a marniur of com- 
plaint. 

One of Mr. Mann's most unique 
accomplishments was the ability to 
write upside-down — that is, from 
right to left, eavL letter and word 
being written as clearly and quickly 
as the ordinary writer would do it 
usual way. He facecJ the 
he wished to address, wrote 
pa<l in inverted letters and 
read the reply as it was being writ- 
ten; taking up no extra time but 
causing both wonder and interest 
because of his ability— all of which 
gave a helpful impetus to his mis- 
sion work. 

He travelled across the American 
Cr^ntinent, also through the British 
Isles and the European continent, 
and always the wonders be saw in 
scenery, art, customs of the peoples, 
and the great ecclesiastical piles in 
their glory and grandeur or majestic 
ruin, herehearsedjn lectures before 
assemblies of his silent brethren. 
He was very thorough and eys 
tematio in bis work, and compiled 
and repeatedly published the details 
of his extensive work with the must 
minute statistical accuracy. He 
drew with pen and ink a map of 
the United States, and bad marked 
thereon in reference symboh* the 
places of his greatest ani casual ac- 
tivities. In 1908 he had a record 
of six tbonsand services held, and 
four handred and thirty-eight 
parishes visited. Everywhere he 
went he gathered together enough 
deaf-mutes to form a congregation, 
and preached to them, and prayed 
for them, and delivered before them 
lectures of lasting and salutary 
influence. 

As a sign-maker. Rev. Mr. Mann 
was fervid and eloquent, forceful 
and clear, and his gestures, slow 
and grandly sweeping, conveyed 
an impression of inspiring solem- 
nity. He literally died in harness, 
and fell ae be was carrying forward 
the Croes of Christ.

This report is long overdue. 
The Moving Picture Fund is not 
dead. It was only sleeping. We 
still have a substantial increase to 
show. If some of the State Tra.surer3 
and Collectors would only send in 
what is in their hands, the showing 
might be better. The understanding 
was that remittance must be made to 
me every month. State Treasurers 
should round up every collector 
during the month of February, so 
we may know exactly how the Fund 
stands. Kvery blank out should be 
acconuted for and returned to the 
vState Treasurer, even if not used, so 
that they may not fall into the 
hands of any unscrupulous person 
and be used for personal profit. 

The ranking of the States is about 
the same as before, but with Colo- 
rado at the top. This is as it .should 
be, and shows what the right kind 
of management can do. Colorado 
assures us that "we do not intend 
to stop until we have a dollar for 
each of our deaf popul ation or f Soo. ' ' 
As Mr. Veditz is known to never 
stop at what he begins, and usually 
succeeds in getting what he aims 
after, we have a fine example for 
the other states to pattern after. 
Illinois and West Virginia with two 
new enterprising men at the helm 
have entered into the ranks of pro- 
ducing States. Illinois is now near 
the hundred mark. In West Vir- 
ginia, the Governor, Hon. William 
E. Glasscock, three trustees of the 
Board of Control and 'Supt. Mon- 
tague, all contributed to the Fund, 
thereby placing their stamp of 
approval on our project. This 
should give a new impetus to the 
collection work and cau.se even the 
most carping adverse critic to spike 
his gun. The stork visited the 
homes of two of our State Treasur- 
ers, Messrs. Drake and Winewiller, 
while the grim reaper of death took 
away from us a valuable co-worker, 
H. F. Harsh, of whose work we 
shall speak in a separate article. 
In New York, the Hebrew Congre- 
gation and the Union League .sent in 
their contributions, which though 
small are still welcome. 

The contract for Film No. r has 
been let to a Washington firm by 
the special committee comprising 
Mr. Roy Stewart and Drs. Hotch- 
kiss and Draper, all of Wa.shington, 
who were authorized to take charge 
of this work. A free|fifty-foot trial 
film of Dr. Gallaudet was made and 
pronounced highly satisfactory. 
The ordinary moving picture film 
is taken at the rate of sixteen ex- 
posures to a second In other 
words, sixteen separate pictures arc 
taken every second. Mr. F. R 
Gray, a member of the Moving 
Picture Fund Committee, who has 
made a thorough study of this new 
branch of science, observed in the 
Jones film, exhibited at Colorado 
Springs, a jerky motion in the 
"signs" rather hurtful to the eyes, 
due to this slow speed. To obviate 
this, and to get a smooth and natural 
sign portrayal effectl the .speed would 
have to be almost doubled. To 
double the speed, would require dou 
ble the length of film and double the 
cost. One thou-sand feet of film 
would only take a nine or ten min- 
utes lecture at this doubled speed It 
is also a disputed question if a clear, 
sharp negative could be taken at an 
exposure of one-thirty- two of a 
second. All this had to be discussed 
by all parties. We wanted nothing 
but the best regardless of cost 
The trial film of Dr. Gallaudet 
was taken at an average npced of 
twenty-five exposures per second, 
and the results were most excellent. 
The details arc sharp and clear. 
At last writing, the special com- 
mittee informs that they are going 
ahead with the final film of Dr. 
Gallaudet. Other subjects will be 
.selected and contracts let as rapidly 
as the first film has been pa.ssed 
upon. Once started right, we 
.shall aim to keep right. As one 
writer puts it, " Do you know that 
the Gallaudet film will mark an 
epoch in deaf-mute history ? I hoi^e 
and pray that it will be a great 
success. This film will give the 
deaf a new inifjetus. Nor is that 
all ; for the next thing will be for 
local clubs to procure projecting 
machines, booth and .screens of 
their own, and we shall see a new 
esforii de corps among the deaf of 
each new locality. If you were 
only in a position to make six new 
films a year, how eagerly the re- 
lease of each would be looked for- 
ward to." That the writer is far- 
sighted is shown by the number of 
applications already pouring in for 
the release of the film of Dr 
Gallaudet, each association offering 
a handsome bonus. The subject of 
Dr. Gallaudet's lecture wc cannot 
say jiositively, but understand it to 
be' Lorna Dooiie." Further parti- 
culars will be given later. 

The suggestion of Mr, John K, 
Crane, of Hartford, as recently given 
in the JouKNAL, is in line with the 
j)rogran) of this conitiiittce for a film 
play. Correspondence was had early 
last fall wiih Father McCarthy, of 
New York, inquiring about the dra- 
matic play, entitled " Abl)e de 
r Kpee", as produced by the Brook- 
lyn deaf, also with others. It is 
probable that Mr. Crane and Mr. 
Jones will be appointed as a special 
dramatic committee. Wc are always 
glad to receive suggestions.

Following Is from the Ohio State 
Journal : — 

Rev. Austin Ward Mann, for 
years an international (actor in the 



religions education of deaf mules, 
droppe<l dead of apoplexy at the 
Union station, Saturday afternoon 
at a quarter past four. Dr. Maun 
was probably the most widely 
known minister who ever tauglit 
and advised spiritually deaf and 
dumb members of the Episcopal 
church. He was sevenly-ouo years 
old. 

^e was on bis way to the home 
of Superintendent Jones, of (he Ohio 
lu.stitudon for the Deaf and Dumb, 
and had (wo (alks before deaf mu(es 
scheduled for Sunday. 

In the morning he was to have 
spoken before the All Souls mission, 
wliich is a part of the Ciuigregation 
o( Trinity church, and in theattei-- 
noon he was booked lo speak before 
tlie congiegalion at the chapel of 
the state deaf and dumb in.stitution. 

Dr. Mann left his home in Cleve- 
land shortly before noon Saturday, 
in his usual health. He was not 
feeling badly upon the trip down 
slate and nobody notited anythinu 
wrong with him as be mounte<l the 
steps at the Union station and 
started towards the street. The 
exertion in climbing the stairs may 
have had some effect upon him, for, 
as he reached the small office of the 
Columbus Transfer Co., he sudden- 
ly halted and dropped his grip, 
stamgeiing as if he were about to 
fall. 

Dr. Jones of the deaf and dumb 
Institution, was communicated with, 
and T. Irving Reese, at whose 
church Dr. Mann was to have 
preached Sunday morning, was 
notified. 

The b Miy was taken in charg\» by 
the Sclioedinger Undertaking Co., 
and the relatives iu Clevolan.l noti- 
fied. 

Dr. Mann leaves a wile and one 
son, IIowar<l Maun, who is city 
editor of one of the Cleveland 
papers. For a period of less than 
a year, seven years ago, he was a 
member of the staff of the Ohio 
Stale Journal He served as as 
sistant oily editor ami as nigli( 
edKor. Dr. Mann had one daugli- 
(er," Agnes, who died some years 
ago. 

During the last few years. Dr. 
Mann had been living permanendy 
in Cleveland with his son and wife, 
and had not been on (he road so 
s(eadily, as his health did not per- 
mit. In his time he crossed all the 
oceans several times and preached to 
deaf-mutes of all nationalities in 
every part of the earth. 

Rev. Austin Ward Manu was 
born in Indiana seventy-one years 
ago. His parents ha<l just moveil 
to Indiana, which was then wild, 
from Virginia. He was liorn, 
like Lincoln, in a rude log cabin 
and his parents were lowly bu( 
uprich( arid godly people. 

At the age of five years came the 
misfortune which later proved a 
blessing, for it led him into a won- 
derfully useful field. Stricken 
with scarlet fever he arose from (he 
bed strong in body but with a (o(al 
loss of his hearing. His education 
went on, however, and in due time 
his paren(s sent him to Indianapolis 
where his (raining was finished. 

He went to Mi(!higan as a teacher, 
and taught in many places through- 
out the Middle West. Ills affliction 
led him to a sympathize with tiie 
deaf, and his religious instincis early 
prompted him to a desire lo be a 
religious teacher to the deaf and 
dumb. 

Rev. Mr. Manu was known by 
the official title of general mission- 
ary to the deaf-mules of the Middle 
West. His home was at 10021 
Wilbur avenue, Cleveland, and the 
teirit«»ry of Ihe Middle Stales cen- 
tered there. 

For f»>rly years Rev. Mr. Mann 
has traveled (he UuKed States and 
(he world, lec(urlng, (eaching and 
ministering to deaf milter. He 
<toss«h1 and recrossed Hie ocean, and 
Ihonsanils of deaf and dumb people, 
of all races and conditions, saw liim 
make Ihe movements of Imdy and 
hand conveying to their miuds what 
other could not make their ear's 
hear. 

During his lifetime in the service 
of the Episcopal church. Rev. Mr. 
Mann visited 438 parishes. He held 
since 1872, when he started the 
work, 6000 services in all p>4rtsof the 
woild, He baptized 1000, and with 
his own hands wrote 75,000 letters. 
A map which was recently issued 
shows thai the center of ail his en- 
deavor was Ohio, and that ther-e 
were few states in the Union, and 
those with the least population, 
where he bad not been. He was 
well known in England and Ireland, 
having conducled services and 
(aught in Gla.sgow, London, Cork, 
Liverpool, Blackburn, Belfast and 
Dublin. 

Dr. Mann was many times in Co- 
lumbus, and frequently appeared at 
the Deaf and Duniblnstitulinn and 
the All Soul's mission at Trinity 
Church, where alwut sixty deaf and 
dumb people gather each Sahliatli 
lo worship. 

He was known as a man <m <ir- 
meudous energy. Many ministers of 
the gospel, of all religions, had r-e- 
marked at his indefagilable working 
powers and the incessant wi\y in 
which be carried on his silent cam- 
paign fur the Episcopal church. 

Missions found by him in the 
following places: • Ephpalha, De- 
troit; St. Aidan's, Flint; St. 
Bede's, Grand Rapids; Ascension, 
Kalamazoo; St. Alban's, Indian- 
apolis; All Souls', I.i<)uisville; St. 
Mark's, Clneinnattl; St. Clem- 
eul's, Dayton ; All Saint's, Colum- 



bus; St. Agnes', Cleveland ; St. 
Man ill's, Toledo; Emmanuel, 
Yonngstown; Grace, Akron; 
Epiphanv, Canton; and St. Mar- 
garet's, Pittsburg. 

He founded All Angels' mission 
Chicago; St. Thomas' mission, 
Christ Church ca(hedral, St. Louis, 
and Holy Spiri( mission, Kansas 
Ci(y; and began the work at Omaha 
and other trans-Mississippi cities, 
now under the care of others. He 
also began the work at St. Paul, 
Minneapolis, Duluth, Milwaukee, 
Wheeling and other large cities. 

Besides the cities named, many 
smaller ones were served by the 
Rev. Mr, Mann on week days. Ser- 
vices were held at schools ior deaf 
mutes and conventions of the al- 
umni. In the summer of 1886 he 
held the fli.st Prayer Book service 
for deaf-mutes on the Pacific Coast, 
al Trinity church, San Francisco. 
On the way, sorvices were liehl at 
Denver. Colorado Springs, Pueblo, 
Salt Lake, Los Angles and Saiita- 
Fe. Services have been held at 
New Orleans, Birmingham, Jack- 
son, Cliatlanoo«a, Richmond and 
other Southern cities. 

He has ministered in New York, 
Pliiladelphia, Boston, Biooklyii, 
Baltimore, Washington and oiher 
Eastern cities, and in iMontreal, 
roronlo and Belleville.

Tk« Oallandet Slemorlal. 

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Qallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
iiuilding for St. Ann's Church for 
Doaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, just west 
of AuiHtei'dani Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from tbe 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Qallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see tbe 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his nan^e has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to bim that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligiouH and iidustrial needs of tbe 
deaf-mutes of New York. Tbe 
amount required for " The Qallau- 
det Memorial Parish building" will 
be about «S0,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to bim whose life was devoted to the 
liilent peoples. They themselves 
heaitily endorse the memorial.
